Th« debate, under the chairmanship 
of Doan Moysp. of the Faculty of Art^, 
honorary president <jjf the Uterary aSi 
Deibattns Society of MoOlM, opened 
promptly at 8,15. The visiting team 
conRffltcd of 'r. a. Cannon and F. W, 
CallaKhiin; McOIll was ropreoented toy 
W. TI. niraar and D. C. Abbott of the 
Facuitj' of J.11W. . The Judges were: 
Judge I.cct. Dr. Geo, Duncan of St 
Andrew's and .St. Paul's, and Mr, Robt. 
rfellHon, of the L«.l<e of theWoodsMlll- 
Ing Company. 

Under the lawH of jhc dâbate. each 
Hpeakpr wub nHowed .twenty minutes 
in' which to expose his views, with an 
extra five miniitea nllottcd 'to ilie af- 
firmative for robuttal of tlie ncffative'è 
arguments. * 

Dcun Moysc welcomed the Ottawa 
"■•pw^entatlyes with a few words. He 
wisnt on brleflgr to emphasize the Im- 
portanoe of betngr able to debate. He 
then read the text of the resolution: 
jl^BSOLVÉp: That now that peace 
hM-^n'ooiiclwied. all restrictions on 
free speech should be removed, and 
that the tajr as it existed before the 
war-«h«nki-t>e restored. 

R. A. Cannon, In opening the debate, 
(luoted Patrlclc Henry's famous "Give 
me liberty or give mo deatb," He then 
proceeded to define and dlstlngiilsh be- 
tween a democracy and autocracy. AVe 
bad freedom of speech before the war 
to a temperate extent, and w<> wnnt It 
book now the war Is over. The spealcer 
quoted orders. In-couiicll passed during 
the war, and maintained there Is no 
ground for their continuance. They 
were enacted "for the .■juccossYuI pro- 
oeculion of the war," and It Is self- 
evident that they are no longer neces- 
sary.

iMt evening another aucceeafol 
meeting was hold by the Arohiteotural 
Society. Tho speaker of the evening, 
Mr. J. P. Angiln, a graduate of 'MoOill, 

was Introduced by O. Ij>TT>an. who 
occupied the cha4r in the absence, of 
tho president. Mr. Little. 

Thn subject of llr. Anglin'.s iiddrcHS 
was one of absorbing interest, and the 
majority of the memliors wero present 

to hear it. It wan on "The Relation of 
tho Modern Contracting Engineer to 
tho Architect." 

Mr. AngI In opened his address with a 
genoiulizatlon on the présent status of 
the various memtters of the building 
body as a whole, and a skotch of tho 
development to meet demands and n'c«' 
methods In the building relationships 
At present' thojto who figure most 
prominently In the building world are 
the Archltcot, the 1'rofcs.ilonal I^ngln- 
ccr and the Contracting 'ESnglneor. 

The Architect Is the designer of all 
byiidlngs, and the arbitrator between 
the owner and the builder. Tbo Pro 
fesslonal Bnglnecr Is a speclaltAt on 
tho design of Industrial riants and 
their oqulpment. The Contracting 'En- 
gineer — a B professional engineer or 
architect who turns to construction. 

By a short historical sketch, tho 
rclativR positions of th««o members of 
the building organization were i/hown 
In enrly work the owner was 
supreme. He employed his own master 
builder and tradesmen, and followed 
the building through to complotion, 
satisfying all demande. 

Eventually, tho Archltoot assumed 
the primary position. In early work 
each trade required a seipnrate con 
trticli '"'bf laLto-'the -various trade con- 
ira'éik'h'ave béen 'absoilied intp ono by 
the gc-ncral controdor, with w'hom, in 
tlMory, tho Architect has. alt bis deal 
Inge- A recent development has been 
the advance of the Contracting En 
glnCer to 'first plitce, -and bis position 
is threatened by tho Big Busiiness 
organitatlona with heavy booking. 

■Another bidden- for prominence Is 
tho Contracting Engineer and Builder 
who, as Mr. Angiln put It, is one w<ho 
"attempts to . fly wUhout- sufficient 
wingtpread to Hy." 

The *>eter conatmoUon oomtianics 
realize the advantage of consulting' an 
architect In. connection with all their 
buildings,- but- they irnay be the slaves 
of 'circiimstoaoos and be forced to side 
stop the architect, not ae a principle 
but as a means of getting business. 

In Mr. Anglln's opinion, there will be 
a big demand on the architects of the 
future, and 'hb stressed' the need for 
the .practice of exact science and in 
telligcnt specifications and precise, 
with numerous drawings of^details to 
lanugo soUc. The profession of -Arohl 
lecture is becoining more and more 
profession of specialization — town 
planning, theatres, churches, etc. — and 
requiring a' fund ot knowledge which 
the student' will ' do well to prepare 
earnestly for. 

The Contractor tiandlcs the expendi- 
ture and erection. The Architect and 
Designing Englnec^ see that tho de- 
sign is satisfactorily executed to their 
own and' the orner's satisfaction. 

There is a possibility of the deyelop- 
; ment, of an organization of all the 
i professions In the billlding work, but 
this would fall on numerous contracts. 
Mr. Angiln sees a gr^t'future in

method may be instantly com- 
mandeered on the whim of the author- 
ities, if they deem it advisaible: any 
house may be searched for censored 
literature, at the demand of the chief 
censor, iind any meeting may- be 
broken up If the Oovommenl deemis 
such action desirable. 

Tho Oovernroent'a aim should be 
rather to knbW public opinion than to 
muzzle It, There is no such thing as 
the divine right of rulers, and our 
means of appeal from tho assumption 
of autocratic . .power by a dcmb- 
crattoally chosen governmcret i^ouid 
not be removed or restricted. Ah the 
law now stands, our natural liberty of 
speech has been curtailed to an extent 
sufflclertt to threaiten thé very exist- 
ence of democracy in our country. 

People should have the prlvelege 'Of 
getting their views "of their chest," 
and to talk things ov«r; otherwise dis 
contents rankle and smoulder, and on 
occasion 'break Into revolt. The près 
cnt laws, which have iboe<i used, and 
may be used, remove this safoty-valve, 
and render our social fabric subject to 
Instant disduptlo.n.. 

And If a "stnall minority^ of tho popu- 
lation sh6\ild"abÙ8e the right of free 
speech, .this 'does not give 'atiy govern- 
ment liny right to remove that privi- 
lege from the vast m.ajority who wisely 
do not' take liiifair advantage of it, and 
who claim' It as a sacred rijfiit. If 
suppression Is' enforced, we shkil have 
an organi^tion and network of secret 
Bocldics which will be a menace to 
public welfare. Oiir Instltutléha ara 
strong enough to withstand the wild, 
ravIng.H ot spoiiting soap-boiC oratorn. 
Even admitting that it Is neceasary 
for us U) guard against Bolshevism 
and ananïliy. It Is not necesBary| that 
we forfeit our liberty In order to do so, 
For every Bolshevik or anarchist ,put 
out of business" by the curtailment of 
freedom of speech, two more will 
spring up from among those - whose 
liberties are Infrlnced upon. 

W. H. BIggar, In opening the attack 
on the affirmative, acknowledged that 
the principle of liberty is good, but at 
the same time claimed that there must 
be a limit to everything. 

He Interpreted the resolution ' as 
rèadtng that the law should be re- 
turned exactly to Its'- pre-war state, 
and that "freedom of speech*' should 
moan the right to say, write or read 
anything. Before the war, sédition 
waa the only thing puniehoble by law 
In this line, and sedition was not de- 
fined.. ,■.'■'..,:'..■..>;., • 

All acts p'dssed during the warauto- 
matkaliy i eased on the ratification of 
the Peace Treaty. The spirit of war 
has left many new. ideas in the world, 
somo of them pernicious. Propaganda, 
an Immehse'power In democratic coun- 
tries, Is being steadily spread by Ger- 
many and Stussia, which are voting 
immense sums to its propagation In 
Ireland and. in Canada, especially. The 
Russb-German alliance Is trying to 
stir up trouble in our E>fnplre, and the 
Hearst syndicate Is not. to say. the 
least, trying, to check them. 

Under these ciroumstanccs, the pre- 
war restrictions are not suffipient. In- 
terférence js necessary, prevention be- 
iné botter'than! cure. As a suggestion, 
the speaker offered postal consorahlp 
with power of appeal from tho consors 
to the^courts!^ revision, of the laws of 
sedition to give the courts something 
to go by, tho regulation of the ' press 
aa a sorvant of the public, and the pro- 
hibition of mergers In means of pub- 
licity. 

F. Collaghon proceeded to knock 
holes In the negative's. arguments. He 
.v.aimed that, freedom of speech Is ..the 
growth of centuries'' aSid* an essential 
mark of civilization — -that It Is a 
nofiij^ar.y adjunct to government. . The 
wàr^lras won to secure free Instltu- 
ii»d democracy. Are we still to 
Irictéd? . Is it not tho right of 
t'to hold and to' express- his 
oplnloi|s'/'' iSvcrj- elector should have 
the rlght'vto. critici/.p his govc-mment, 
and -lo opnjj^its no crime until he tries 
to force 'Jiji' ^jPlnlpn on others. -Why 
enforce om'fjcisston''that would only af- 
fect 214 pet*' dent, of the population? 
WTiy muzzle 9714 Per cent, to quiet 
such a .4inâll minority? The ' great 
volce.i of history have not been 
silenced, and it Is by them that the 
masses, have been educated. ^Vhy 
stifle '^ur-modern-volcoaT 
Our ctvllizatibn needs progruss, and

Canada is in a disturbed 
condition. To meet : existing ciroum- 
stances we should advocate some re- 
striciions to counteract the destructive 
influence of Uolshevlam. ,It a man's 
home, a thing sacred to hltn, may bo 
closed for the good of the public 
health In tho event of an epidemic, 
why should he I'ebel at moderate re- 
strictions on' freedom ot 'speech. When 
it is a menace to national existence? 

The ^ënerjU public does very little 
thinking for Itserf. It Us obsessed by a 
cry of "freedom of speech," and cannot 
realize that tho proposed restrictions 
are aimed only at Obnoxious persons. 

Conditions are not vvliat they were 
before Ihc war. There is more unrest 
now than there was durln^g hostlli'ticsi 
even; and disturbing proi;>agtiui<]a Is 
responsible for it. This propaganda
